At the me*tin* of the Btard 
of 


Health yenterday new mien for the 
guidance 
of 
government 
physicians 


•were adopted by which now they will 
be compelled only to report vital statis- 
tics. Other work -will havp t() b*- paid 
for and what is don« for the police 
will be charged to :that department. 


The following IB the report of 
the 


special committee which was adopted, 
'and- which repeals all of the old regu- 
lations excepting that section which 
refers to vital statistics: 


Whereas, the legislature at Its re- 


cent. special session' reduced -.the com- 
pensation of the. Government physi- 
cians; and 


Whereas, the said Legislature failed 


to' make any appropriations for medl- 
jCtnes to be used by said Government 
physicians for the Indigent sick; and 
Whereas, this Board of Health, 


through a committee . appointed, has 
consulted the Governor of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii as to the intent of such 
reduction and omission as related to 
ihe duties of said Government physi- 
cians; and,

Whereas, it was decided the Intent' 


•was to relieve said Government physl- 
jdaiBB- of all "duties except those per- 
taining to vital statistics;, and, 


Whereas, the larger salaries named, 


•were so fixed that a physician might-- 
be induced to reside in such districts 
considered too thinly settled to other- 
wise sustain a physician; 
, Now, -therefore, this Board "of Health 
this the twenty-fifth day of May, 1904, 
hereby revokes and makes null and 
void the following sections of "Instruc- 
tions- - to 
Government Physicians*/ 


adopted September 19th, 1901, nnm- 
nbersi 1.X C 4, 6, «, T, 8, S, 11, 12, 13, 14, 
15 and 16, and^'

of Registrar of ^h^hs, Deaths and. 
Marriages of their district arid are fcf 
make proper returns as prescribed oy 
the Board of Health: and are to see 
that the Registration Law- of 189ft i» 
carried out and thafany violations of 
the law in regard to the ^porting of 
births, deaths and . marriages are re- 
ported to the proper prosecuting of- 
fice in their district, for prosecution." 
It la hereby;' directed that copie» of 
this regulation, in duplicate, be for- 
warded to, each^3overnment physician, 
the original *o be signed by the-presl- 
dent of thfr Board of Health, and the 
duplicate to be. accepted and signed 
by said Gpyernmenfe shysician as his 
acceptance of the' duties assigned.
